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Reconcile through penance- 
- Bishop Maher's lenten plea

Bishop Leo T. Maher makes a 
special “‘call to reconciliation’ 
in a pastoral letter issued for 
Lent on the subject of the new 
rite for the Sacrament of 
Penance. 


“‘The pastoral concern for the 
Church at Corinth which 
prompted St. Paul to call for 
reconciliation with God centuries 
ago is our own concern for the 
Church today in the diocese of 
San Diego,’’ writes the bishop. 


‘““WE LIVE IN a world 
estranged from God, a world 
faced with divisions and hatred, 
a world struggling with the 
effects of sin in all its forms: 
materialism, war, unjust distri- 
bution of wealth, sickness, 


‘pollution of nature, disrespect 


for human life, especially unborn 
and aged—in short evil, both 
physical and moral as it per- 
vades the human race.”’ 


The letter of about 2,500 


words draws attention to the 
new Rite of Penance now being 
introduced into the Church and 
reminds people to be reconciled 
with God. _ 

“In the Sacrament of Penance 
Christ acts among us, his own 
people, to heal and forgive,’ 
writes the bishop, ‘‘and thereby 
invites the Church to respond to 
the call: be reconciled to God.’’ 


THE. BISHOP explains that 
the new rite, promulgated by the 
Pope in February, 1974, has to 
be implemented by Lent of 1977. 

“Only with proper prepara- 
tion can we expect to celebrate 
the sacrament fruitfully as an 
occasion of meeting Christ and 
experiencing the loving mercy 
and forgiveness of our common 
Father,’’ Bishop Maher states. 

He recalls that until recently 
the sacrament was called ‘‘con- 
‘fession’’ which ‘‘emphasized 
only one of its aspects, self-ac- 
cusation with regard to sin.’’ He 
writes that the word ‘‘penance’’ 
indicates the entire process of 
reconciliation and calls attention 
to ‘‘conversion from a sinful 
stance before God and_ the 
Church.’ 


HE EXPLAINS that the new 
rite may be celebrated in three 
forms: (a) alone, (b) with others 
and individual confession and 
absolution, and (c) with others 
with general confession and 
absolution. 

“Individual, integral confes- 
sion and absolution remains the 
only ordinary way,’’ he writes, 
stating that the first two forms 
would be the normal practice. 

After explaining the form of 
the new rite, which includes 
readings from scripture and 
certain new responses, Bishop 


Maher writes of frequency of the 
sacrament. 


The new rite, he states, 
recommends ‘‘frequent and 
careful celebration of this sacra- 
ment as a remedy for venial sins. 
This is not a mere ritual © 
repetition or psychological exer- 
cise, but a striving to perfect the 
grace of baptism,’’ quoting from 
the official document from 
Rome. 


HE ADDS THAT the new rite 
“‘clearly underscores the value 
of nonsacramental celebrations 
of reconciliation. These can be 
conducted not only by priests, 
but by deacons and catechists as 
well.”” He writes that these 
“‘para-liturgies’’ can be ‘‘partic- 
ularly “helpful in forming the 
consciences of children and 
catechumens.’’ The letter adds 
that they also give opportunity 
for seeking forgiveness of venial 
sins. and can be _ profitably 
employed at times in place of 
“‘devotional confessions.”’ 

The bishop’s pastoral states 
that the revised rite can be 
celebrated in the traditional 
confessional. ‘‘However, the 
availability of a small penitential 
chapel or room is necessary’’ for 
those penitents who desire 
face-to-face exchange with the 
confessor. 

These rooms ‘‘should be 
designed so as to afford anonym- 
ity, by use of a screen, to those 
penitents who so desire it.’’ 


Recalling the ‘‘penitential 
season of Lent,’’ the bishop 
writes, ‘‘we have a prime 
opportunity to reflect on the 
meaning of the new rite of 
penance in our lives. Perhaps we 
have tended to think of penance 
as two separate things: some- 
thing we do during Lent, and 
something we receive when we 
“go to confession’. In reality both 
are expressions of the same 
spirit of repentance demanded 
by Jesus for entrance into his 
kingdom.”’ 


THE LETTER ENDS with an 
exhortation to take the opportun- 
ity of Lent to celebrate the 
sacrament. 

“‘We should not be afraid to 
undertake the penitential prac- 
tices of Lent with boldness and 
vigor,’’ the bishop writes. 

“It is likewise with the 
Sacrament of Penance, especial- 
ly in its renewed form, which can 
have a lasting effect on our 
growth in the Spirit and the 
development of the true virtue of 
penitence. 

“There is need today for a 
renewal of penance in the life of 
the Church and of each individ- 
ual Catholic. Beginning with this 
Lenten season I call upon all of 
us to take part in this renewal.’’

Stewardship system gives two 
new parishes building boost

-NEW _ PARISHES are 
exempt from Stewardship for 
their first five years, accord- 
ing to Bill Standing, coordin- 
ator.

“we have assigned them 
nominal $1,000 target fig- 
ures.”’ 

Under the Stewardship 
plan the diocese will receive 
the first $500 in pledges 
redeemed in each parish.

“THAT IS much better 
than I thought we would do 
when we decided to join 
Stewardship,’’ said Father

money will put us on the road 
toward our first church.’’ 


Should the parish decide to 
use it, the land for their 
future church was donated 
nearly 25 years ago. St. 
Mary’s School has occupied 
the site for 22 years, 
according to Father Harmon, 
““but there is enough room to 
build a church next to the 
school.”’ 

But for San Rafael parish, 
on the northern edge of San 
Diego, purchasing a site for 
the first church poses a real 
problem, according to Father 
William Savord, pastor. 


PEOPLE OF the_ parish, 
which serves the Rancho 
Bernardo-Penasquitos area, 
have pledged $40,000 in 
Stewardship ’76.

Knocking at the door of 
216 Beech St. in downtown 
San Diego, Brother Felix 
Schoen, CSC, a thin, balding 
man in his mid-sixties, was 
greeted with delight by Mrs. 
Martha Gauthier. 


For Brother Felix, the 
noon visit capped off_a. busy 
morning of Communion calls 
that began hours earlier. For 
Mrs. Gauthier, prevented 
from going to Mass by a 
serious heart condition, it 
was a joyful contact with her 
Church. 


CONSTANTLY wearing a 
dark suit, white shirt, narrow 
tie and a big smile, Brother 
Felix is a familiar figure in 
St. Joseph’s Cathedral par- 
ish where he serves. To Mrs. 
Gauthier, typical of the 
shut-ins on his Communion 
call route, he ‘‘is a blessing 
and a real friend.’’ 


As part of the Cathedral’s 
pastoral effort, he is ‘‘inval- 
uable’’, according to Msgr. 
Anthony Giesing, pastor. 
Msgr. Giesing said most of 
the parishioners are senior 
citizens and Brother Felix 
has made a special aposto- 
late of serving them. 


“As a matter of fact, I 
came to San Diego with that 
in mind,’’ explains the Holy 
Cross Brother, who taught 
math and science for 27 years 
in his congregation’s school 
in what is now Bangladesh.

Rome has reminded us again that theology is a- 


universal matter and cannot be confined to narrow 
regional or nationalist lines. Archbishop Giovanni 


’ Benelli, papal undersecretary of state, recently told 


African Catholics that there can be no such thing as 
‘‘African theology.’’ 


He warned them, ‘“‘In accepting Christ’s 
message, the African must abandon whatever is 
essentially incompatible with the Christian faith.’’ 
He encouraged them to enrich the world ‘‘with your 
own research,’’ but reminded them that they must 
study the Eastern and Western traditions which for 
2,000 years have built up what is now the universal 
Church. 


‘There cannot be a system of theology which is 


uniquely and in an independent way the work of 
one country’s culture or of a single geographic 
region or of a single people,’’ he told them. The 
Pope warned African bishops at the synod.in Rome 
in 1974: ‘The content of faith is either Catholic or it 
is not.’” He spoke against ‘diversified theologies 
according to continents and cultures.’’ 


African troubles 


The great -showdown is beginning in south 
central Africa. Angola is not an isolated situation. It 
will have direct and immediate effects on South 
Africa, Rhodesia, Zambia, Malawi and Mozam- 
bique. Already the forces of Mozambique, the other 
former Portuguese colony which obtained inde- 
pendence before Angola, threaten the border with 
Rhodesia, which has enough internal troubles 
already.

Wednesday and the symbolic tradition 
of receiving the stigma of ashes upon 
the forehead as a reminder that we are 
a mortal people woefully prone. to 
sinfulness. 


| believe in tradition and the power 
of this kind of symbolism. There is a 
sense of continuity and unity in taking 
part in a practice that is so ancient and 
honored by time. 


THE DISTRIBUTION of-ashes is a 
custom evolving from the exercises of 
public penitents, centuries ago, who 
scattered ashes over themselves as a 
sign of repentance. The Anglo-Saxon 
Abbot Aelfric, who is noted for his 
books of homilies, referred to this 
tradition in the 10th century and less 
than a hundred years later, it had 
become a general observance for both 
clerics and laity. 


“We read,’’ he said, ‘‘in. the books 
of the Old and New Law, that the men 


who repented of their sins bestrewed ~ 


themselves with ashes and clothed 
their bodies with sackcloth. Now let us 
all do this little, at the beginning of 


heads to signify that we ought to. 


repent of our sins during the lenten 
fast.’’ 


Aelfric reinforced his recommenda- 
tion to the people by relating the story 
of a man who refused to go to church 
to receive the ashes on Ash 
Wednesday and was summarily, if 
accidentally, killed on a boar hunt! 
Fitting retribution for boorish conduct 
no doubt! 


THERE SEEMS to be a kind of 
tenuous connection between ashes on 
the head: and the proverbial ‘‘coals of 
fire’’. In ancient’ Egyptian rituals, a 
penitent would carry on his head a 
dish of burning charcoal to indicate 
repentance. And in his letter to the 
Romans, St. Paul advises heaping 
“‘coals. of fire’ 
enemy, implying that kindness to one 
who has injured you will move him to 


burning pangs of shame and regret. 


Time changes all things. The idea of 
‘‘bestrewing’’ ashes has been modi- 
fied to a symbolic smudge on the 
forehead, and spectacles of public 
penitents working out their penance is 


upon the head of an 


exhortation to recall our nothingness 
apart from the grace of God remains. 
“Remember that thou art dust...’’ 
And the new Rite of Penance in no 
way diminishes the importance of the 
sense of personal and public sin. 


Although the idea of serious or 
mortal sin has undergone consider- 
able clarification in the last few years, 
the concept of sin as personal failure 
and a rejection of God’s love or a 
refusal to pass it on to others, is more 
widely accepted. More and more, 
today, we understand our need to be 
reminded of our propensity to sin. 


PRIDE AND selfishness—the ego- 
tism that drove Lucifer and Judas, 
Adam and Eve, to break their union 
with God—still do their work of 
separating us from God and each 
other. 
presentation of the Faith, Christ 
Among Us, says that sin is immatur- 
ity. It destroys our personality and 
leads to ultimate frustration. 


We form. unreal images of our- 
selves, making our own desires and 
ambitions the supreme guide for our

ourselves to. our self- centeredness 
and deafen ourselves to the nudging 
of grace. 


We forget that sin attaches to even 
those feelings and decisions of which 
only we are aware—the refusal to 
love, to forgive; the desire to harm 


someone,. to have revenge; the 
bearing of grudges; hidden malice 
and envy. And in the end, our 


sinfulness is most ruinous to our- 


selves. 


IT IS A deliberate failure to fulfill 
our potential for good and for love, to 
grow in ways that transcend the 
present limitations of our personality. 
It makes it less possible for God to 
work through us and fulfill his plan in 
us. 


Perhaps, if we were more conscious 
of the harm and destructiveness of our 
sin, both to ourselves and to the Body 


of Christ as a whole, we would cry out — 


like Peter might, ‘“Not my forehead 
alone, but my hands and feet, too.’’

Over the 20 centuries of the Church’s 
history, the Sacrament of Penance has 
undergone more changes and modifica- 
tions than any other sacrament. 


At one time and in some places 
people were allowed to go to confession 
only once in their entire lifetimes. 
During a long era in the Church people 
confessed their sins at the beginning of 
Lent and spent the whole season doing 
public penance until they received 
absolution on Holy Thursday. 


LATER PEOPLE were obliged to 
confess their serious sins at least once a 
year as part of their ‘‘Easter duty,’’ in 
accord with a decree of the Fourth 
Lateran Council in the year 1215. Our 
present private confessional boxes did 
not become standard until the 14th 
century, which as the Church counts is 
not very far in the past. 


A little more than two years ago Pope 
Paul approved a new Rite of Penance for 
the Church. In the United States the 
mandatory date for using the new rite is 
the beginning of Lent in 1977.

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Penance—the new look 


Confession has changed often 
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The reason for the delay is that the 
bishops of the United States are very 
concerned that everyone receive proper 
instructions before the implementation 
of this change in sacramental confes- 
sion. 

ACTUALLY, THE changes will not be 
what could be. called radical in any 
sense. Everyone will have the option of 
confessing either privately as before or 
face to face with the priest. Sacred 
scripture will be part of the sacrament 
and the penitent will have more prayers 
to say. 

Encouragement will be given to 
communal penance services, particular- 
ly for special occasions. Only under very 
restrictive conditions will general ab- 
solution be allowed. 


MORE IMPORTANT than the 
changes is the idea behind them. The 
Church wants to make the sacrament an 
even more meaningful spiritual experi- 
ence than it has been in the past. The 
movement is away from a_ brief, 
sometimes routine and unsatisfying 
action to one that is deeper and more 
fruitful. 


Consideration will be given to sin not 
only as if offends God but also as it 
affects the whole Church in accord with 
the doctrine of the Mystical Body. 
Emphasis will be placed on love and 
peace rather than guilt and fear. 
Forgiveness or reconciliation will be 
present as a gift from God through the 
ministry of his Church.

Heroines of Israel 


Stories of Esther and 
Judith repeat theme of 
faith and faithfulness 


By Steve Landregan 


As we conclude our study of the Old 
Testament this week, it seems appropriate to 
return to the first of our theme articles which 
appeared last September. 


That article began: ‘‘Above all, the Old 
Testament deals with promise and response. 
God’s promise to a man...and then to his 
descendents, and the response of that 
man...and of his descendents...to the 
promise.’’ 


FOR THE PAST six months we have 
considered promise and response in the 
religious history of Israel. We have seen in 
the Books of the Old Testament how God 
first called Abraham to covenant with Him 
so that his children might become a sign of 
and witness to God’s plan to restore broken 
humanity to the original integrity or 
wholeness for which it had been created. 


Through people and events God revealed 
Himself and His unselfish love to Israel. 
Through prophets and kings, through 
faithful men and women, through the 
Exodus and the Exile, God repeated His 
promise and demonstrated His forgiving 
love, seeking a response from Israel in love 
and faithfulness. 


The last two books of the Old Testament 
that we are to study, Esther and Judith, 
repeat again the great theme of faith and 
faithfulness...Israel defends on the promise 
of Yahweh! 


THE BOOK of Judith is the story of a 
widow, whose name, Judith, means Jewess. 
She is the embodiment of the faithful 
Israelite, confident of God’s promise of 
protection and deliverance in the face of a 
clearly impossible human situation. 


Opposing Judith is Holofernes, also a type 
characterization of the prideful pagan 
determined to seduce or force Israel into 
idolatry. 


The story is not historical, but in the 
opinion of most scholars is didactic or 
teaching fiction. The names of characters 
and nations are plucked at random from the 
history of the ancient Near East and 
rearranged by the author to provide a 
background for his inspired story. 


ARMED ONLY with faith, Judith enters 
the enemy camp and wins the favor of 
Holofernes, the opposing general. The 
would-be seducer of Israel and Judith is 
beheaded by Judith in a slaying that is 
depicted as a religious act.. -the working out 
of God’s justice. 


As is frequently the case in the Old 
Testament, the methods of Judith will not 
stand up to rigorous moral examination, but 
as Father John L. McKenzie observes, ‘‘God 
saves His people by the deeds of men acting 
as men,”’ or in the case of Judith, a woman 
acting as a woman. 

In the Book of Esther we find the virtue of 
faith exemplified by Mordecai, a courtier of 
King Ahaseurus (Xerxes) of Persia, and his 
step-daughter, Esther, descendents of Jews 
who had migrated to the East after the 
Exile of Judah to Babylon. 


LIKE JUDITH, Esther is not considered

historical, although it is likely that the story 
has its roots ina pogrom or persecution from 
which the Jews of Persia were delivered in a 
providential manner. King Xerxes reigned 
from 485-465 in Persia, but his Queen’s 
name was Amestris, and not Vashti or 
Esther as related in the book. 


Esther does not set out to give a lesson in 
history, but again is a teaching document 
that repeats the Old Testament theme that 
God will be faithful to His promise of 
protection to those who respond in love and 
faithfulness. 


IN THE STORY, Haman, an honored 
official of Xerxes, seeks glory for himself and 
orders that all citizens bow down and adore 
him when he passes. Mordecai, who bows 
down only to Yahweh, refuses. Haman, 
infuriated, vows vengence upon Mordecai 
and his people. 


Esther, whose relationship to Mordecai is 
unknown by Xerxes or Haman, had been 
chosen queen after Queen Vashti had been 
deposed for her refusal to answer to royal 
summons. 


Haman uses subterfuge to get Xerxes to 
agree to the issuance of an irrevocable 
proclamation calling for the extermination of 
the Jews. 


MORDECAI APPEALS to Esther, who 
after prayer and fasting intercedes success- 
fully for her people. In the original Hebrew 
form of the book, the name of God is never 
mentioned but there is no question that 
God’s hand is-seen in Esther’s successful 
intervention. 


Haman is deposed and replaced by 
Mordecai, and in an ironic twist is hanged on 
the gallows that he had prepared for 
Mordecai’s execution. 


The dilemma of the irrevocable order is 
solved by Mordecai who issues a new order 
over the King’s signature authorizing the 
Jew to defend themselves against their 
enemies. Thus the situation is reversed and 
those who would slay the Jews are 
themselves slain. A 


THE JEWISH Feast of Purim celebrates 
the victory of Esther and Mordecai over 
Haman. The name Purim comes from an 
Akkadian word, ‘‘puru,’’ which means lot or 
destiny, and refers to the fact that in the 
Book of Esther the date for the extermina- 
tion of the Jews was determined by the 
casting of lots. 


So we end our study of the Old Testament 
with two short books, each depicting an 
heroic woman whose covenant loyalty to God 
is rewarded by God’s covenant loyalty to. His 
people. 


Sadly the response of Esther and Judith 
was never the response of Israel and the Old 
Testament is a testament of murdered 
prophets, broken covenants and apostasy, a 
testament of God’s election of a people that 
was misunderstood as an election to 
privilege instead of an election to responsi- 
bility. 

The New Testament begins when, +fter 
seeking in vain from Israel a response in love 
and faithfulness, the God who calls becomes 
the Man who responds.

The last days of the 
creation of the universe 


Earlier in the Insights in Faith series, 
Dr. James Burkhart, a physics professor 
at Galaudet College in Washington, 
D.C., wrote an article on the first three 
days of creation from a scientific point 
of view. As we close the Old Testament 
study, we offer his viewpoint of the next 
three days. 


By James Burkhart 


In a previous article we tried to give a 
chronology of the large scale events 
responsible for our universe. These events 
were more or less arbitrarily divided into 
time periods called ‘‘days.’’ The reader was 
invited to make comparisons between this 
scientific account and the Biblical account of 


\ creation, although you were cautioned that 


no such parallel necessarily existed or was 
intended. At the end of this article, “‘day 
four’’ was briefly outlined. I would like to 
continue, in somewhat more detail with this 


- epoch, the origin of life on the planet earth. 


DAY FOUR 
Time: 10 Billion Years [after the beginning 
of the universe] 


Between 2.2 and 3.5 billion years ago, the 
earth was solidifying into a core surrounded 
by a mantle. The top of the mantle was 
covered by a thin crust, somewhat like the 
crust covering the earth today, but much 
more active. Volcanic action and short-term, 
limited mountain building was going on as 
the new earth cooled and tried to 
compensate for the tremendous pressures 
building up inside it. 

Gases, originally trapped inside the earth 
during the acretion (growth) process, vented 
out of the crust, forming an atmosphere. 
This carbon dioxide rich atmosphere 
replaced the hydrogen atmosphere left over 
from the earth’s earlier history. 


ANOTHER. MAJOR constituent of the 
“‘air’’ was water vapor. This quickly 


-condensed forming rivers and oceans. Most 


. lions den, where he remained 


scientists believe that life started in these 
oceans. Indeed, the oldest known fossils are 


. of algae (which did not require free oxygen). 
' This algae dates back to the astonishing time 


of 3.4 billion years ago (hardly more than 
one billion years after the earth began). 


The beginning of this early algae, and of 
any kind of living thing, is still shrouded in 
mystery. But, researchers have done a great 
deal since 1955 to show that a logical protess 
permeates the transition between inanimate 
and animate matter. 


Here is a general discussion of the current 
thinking on the matter: Atoms of hydrogen, 
oxygen and the like, can (and often do) come 
together quite spontaneously to form 
molecules. These molecules can group 
together under fairly average conditions to 


' form special acids associated with living 


things. 

HERE, A GAP occurs in the inanimate- 
animate chain. To this author’s knowledge, 
grouping these special acids together with a 
base to form DNA (the true basic building 
block of nature) has not yet been observed to 
occur spontaneously in nature. The closest 
Scientists have come to creating a “‘living’”’ 
thing is the formation of a virus from a 
ready-made RDA. (a cousin of DNA) 
molecule and a pool of proteins. 


Because DNA is a specially formed giant

molecule, it is able to duplicate itself. This 
ability is certainly the borderline between 
living and non-living matter. This molecule 
is also one of the great puzzles of modern 
times. 


Regardless of how life started in the sea, it 
certainly proliferated over the next two 
billion years. The beginning of the 
Proterzoic era (two billion years ago) greets 
the onset of bacteria, algae and single cell 
organisms. The surface and the interior of 
the earth are taking on an aspect that would 
seem familiar to a modern person. Free 
oxygen is being released into the atmos- 
phere, and multi- celled organisms are 
appearing. 


DAY FIVE 
Time: 600 Million Years Ago 


Life begins to crawl from the sea. This era, 
called the Paleozic, is astounding in the 
incredible variety of plants and animals 
which are thriving in the new oxygen 


environment. The usually accepted progres- 


sion (if we may use that word) is from 
invertebrates (organisms with no backbone), 
land plants, fish, to amphibians. 


Also, around 250 million years ago, all of 
the present-day continents began to drift 
apart from one large land mass. This slow 
drifting is responsible for the mountain 
building of the immediate past and of the 
shape of the earth’s surface today. The 
earth, with its oxygen atmosphere and its 
land masses and oceans, appears essentially 
as it does today. It has green trees, flowers, 
small mammals and birds. 


About 70 million years ago, large 
mammals (such as the dinasours) ruled the 
earth. The still cooling earth suffered 
through many volcanic upheavels and 
periods of glaciation. The dinasours came 
and left. A tool-using, upright animal 
appears on the scene. This animal is called 
‘*man’’ by some scientists. The time is three 
million years ago. 


DAY SIX 
Time: Three Million Years Ago 

Recall that we cautioned the reader (in the 
first of these two articles) that much of what 
is said here is highly speculative. It does 
have the ‘‘respectability,’’ however, of 
being generally acceptable science. One of 
the areas which is both highly speculative 
and not generally acceptable is the area of 
man’s beginning. 

Here are some of the unanswered 
questions. Is the ability to use tools and to 
walk upright sufficient to call an animal a 
man? If not, what would physically 
distinguish this animal from a ‘‘true’’ man? 


WHAT REALLY constitutes intelligence 
and how could one distinguish between an 
intelligent being and a tool-using, ‘‘non-in- 
telligent’’ being? Were there more than one 
species of intelligent beings living at the 
same time three million years ago? The 
famed Leaky family of scientists says yes. If 
so, what happened to these other peoples? 


What can we say for sure about Day Six? 
We can say that when modern man inherited 
the earth, the planet was truly a garden. It 
was green and luscious. Mankind was 
uniquely equipped to rule it as no other 
animal had been. Now that man has 
dominion over all the earth and its creatures, 
the next question is this: what will man do 
with his inheritance? 
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Biblical Profiles: The prophet Daniel 


Daniel: A young idealist 
of courage and faith

Every teacher is aware of the native 
idealism of young people. In a special way, 
the 1960s underlined the idealistic passion of 
youth. In retrospect adults may have 
disagreed with some of its substance, but 
few would quibble with its inspiring 
intent—and many came to hear and act upon 
that upsurge of idealism. 


The story of Daniel is a case study in 
youthful idealism. The author of The Book of 
Daniel lived under the Greek persecution of 
Antiochus the Terrible, from 167 to 164 B.C. 
Grieved by the national despair caused by 
this oppression he told six legend-like Daniel 
tales that survived from the days of 
Babylonian exile. He used these idealistic 
narratives for their inspirational value. 


HE ALSO drew upon four of Daniel’s 
visions and adapted them as religious 
interpretations of the current crisis to 
establish hope in the ultimate victory of the 
saints of God. 


Six times Daniel shows youthful courage, 
faith and wisdom when confronted by 
challenges to his religion. In each case he 
illuminates an ideal. 


1. Fidelity to religious custom and law. 
The king drafted Daniel into the royal 
service. Daniel liked the prestigious 
opportunities this would bring. He disliked 
the pressure to succumb to the royal menu 
that included food forbidden by Jewish 
dietary law. 


Daniel persuaded his manager to let him 
stay on a vegetarian diet for 10 days. The 
trial period worked. Daniel looked even more 
robust than those youths who ate the king’s 
rich food. His example secured the exiles’ 
loyalty to ceremonial laws. 


2. All human might has clay feet. It 
happened the king had a nightmare. No one 
could interpret it. The king had seen a giant 
statue with feet of clay. A small stone 
toppled it. 


The king had not recalled his nightmare’s 
details but felt troubled about it. Daniel 
prayed about it and was rewarded with the 
insight. 

He told the king the details of the dream. 
The statue, made of many metals, 
represented the world’s empires. The small 
stone that rolled against the monstrous 
image was the little community of faith that 
sought justice. 


It would rise up and become a mountain to 
strike away such tyranny. Jesus would one 
day name Peter the rock of the Church. And 
this Church would become a ‘“‘great 
mountain and fill the whole earth.’’ (Cf. 
Daniel 2:35) 


' 3. Worship only the true God. Daniel’s 
three friends, Shadrach, Mesach and 
Abednego were thrown into a furnace for 
refusing to worship an idol. They walked 
among those flames, unharmed, and singing 
a hymn of blessings that remains. a 
masterpiece. 


4. All flesh is grass. Power tends to 
corrupt the most powerful with delusions of 
false immortality. The king had dreamed he 
was a tree filling the earth and the heavens. 
An angel came and cut down the tree and 
put the king out-to pasture like an animal. 


Daniel told him that this means that all 
power comes to an end. Kings are mortal 
and when they forget it they lose their 
humanness, become like beasts eating grass 
and one day return to the earth from which 
that grass grows. 


5. There is always a ‘‘handwriting on the 
wall.’ The king gave an orgy for the princes. 
In the midst of their revelry a disembodied 
hand wrote MENE, TEKEL, PERES on the 
wall. The event produced instant soberness 
and terror in the beholders. Daniel comes to 
tell them what it means. The glory of 
Babylon will soon end. Medes and Persians 
will destroy it. 


The corruption symbolized by the 
banquet/orgy simply forecasts the doom. 
Astonishingly they did not strike at the 
bearer of such bad news. They made Daniel 
a prince. But that night the king was slain 
and Darius the leader of the Medes and 
Persians took over. 


6. No moratoriums on prayer. Daniel 
survived the transition and became a wise 
man in residence for Darius. In order to 
divinize the king, his advisers called for a 
moratorium on prayers to any gods, save 
Darius, for 30 days. Daniel refused and was 
thrown in the famous lion’s den. 


Darius came to see the results and found a 
contented Daniel. ‘‘My God has sent his 
angels and closed the lion’s mouths so they 
have not hurt me.’’ (6:22) Darius restored 
Daniel to his post of honor. 


We can only hope that today’s ‘‘Daniels’’ 
will still inspire us with these six values.

-The single most important driving force behind 
the project is Ray Davey, son of a Presbyterian 
minister, himself reared a few miles outside Belfast. 


World War I! brought him into the Army and his 
eventual capture by the Germans at Tobruk, North 
Africa, followed by five years in prisoner-of-war 


camps. 


THE RIGOROUS conditions of the camps helped 
shape his ideas for a new kind of Christian 
community. He expressed his hopes in a book of his 
experiences called —Don’t Fence Me In. In the 
continuing search for this Christian community he 
studied those formed or forming in lona, Scotland, 
Agape in Italy and Taize im France. 


The first meeting of the group that eventually 
became the Corrymeela Community took place in the 
Presbyterian Center at Queen’s University, Belfast, 
in 1964. The 40 people present formed the nucleus of 
further groups and further meetings. 


At the end of January, 1965, they heard that a 
place called Corrymeela was-for sale, and they 
negotiated its purchase for about $15,000. Gifts, 
loans and promises were sought and found and in 
June, 1965, they took. legal possession of 
Corrymeela, with little money but a lot of hope. 


WORKCAMPS, retreats and other community 
activities still form the core of the Corrymeela 
experience, in simple, even primitive, conditions. 

Through the story of Christ and the example of his 
followers, the message of peace and brotherhood is 
proclaimed, experienced and lived. 


Will Corrymeela and its message help bring peace 
to one of the world’s most troublesome and tragic 
conflicts? 


““RECONCILIATION has to be achieved through 
people who can never come physically to 
Corrymeela,’’ writes Alf McCreary. ‘‘Reconciliation 
has to be achieved by involvement in local churches 
and community centers, however dull and 
forbidding these may seem to be by comparison. ’’ 


And founder Ray Davey adds: ‘‘The whole 
concept of the biblical word ‘Shalom’ puts our 
insipid word ‘peace’ into the shade. We need to have 
a big concept of God and his mission of ‘Shalom’ for 
the whole world. Corrymeela exists to proclaim 
this.”’

The founding of Jamestown, in May of 
1607, was followed by 17 years of 
tumultuous economic adventures when the 
London Company sought riches in gold 
rather than Virginia’s true wealth—its soil. 


In the years. after the discovery of the 
tobacco plant, a prosperous community 
developed. Paradoxically, the first repre- 
sentative assembly and the first importation 
of slaves coincided in 1619. 


RELIGIOUS persecution, as contemplated 
by this first of the colonies, was 
unfortunately typical of the majority. The 
Virginia Charter required the Oath of 
Supremacy of all prospective colonists. 


Roman Catholics were thus successfully 
barred from admittance to the colonies, and 
those few who did manage to stray in were 
forbidden by Goy. William Berkeley to 
exercise their Faith. : 


Even though the penal laws were never 
enforced rigidly in Virginia, there are few 
records of Catholics in the area. In 1745, Lt. 
Gov. Gooch ordered that any priest caught 
crossing over from Maryland to Fairfax 
County was to be arrested. 


In 1756, it was thought necessary to 


demand anew the taking of the oath, thus 


putting off for another two decades the 
colony’s toleration of Catholics. 


NONETHELESS, anti-Catholic feeling in 
Virginia diminished in the 18th century, 
probably because of the proximity of war 
with the mother country. The desirability of 
conciliating Catholic allies on the one hand 
and the increasing indifference to Angli- 
canism on the other, gradually brought 
about a forced toleration. 


On June 12, 1776, James Madison secured 
passage of legislation which admitted that 
religion and the manner of discharging one’s 
obligations belonged to reason and convic- 
tion and not to force or violence. 


The bill was drawn up several weeks 


before the Declaration of Independence and 
15 years before the federal constitutional 
amendments guaranteeing religious liberty 
came into vogue and set a pattern for others 
to follow. 


INHABITANTS of the Carolinas were 
notified by their charters of 1663 that ‘‘The 


Church of England...being the only true and 
orthodox and natural religion of all the 
King’s dominions, is so also of Carolina.”’ 
The year 1696 saw legislation that provided 
that ‘‘all Christians..., papists alone. 
excepted, shall enjoy the full, free ari: 
undisturbed exercise of their consciences.”’ 


Ninteen years later Catholics were 
disqualified altogether from voting due in 
part to pressures from Huguenots, Presby- 
terians, Baptists and Quakers. Hence, it 
comes as no surprise that many Irishmen 
settling in the southern colonies completely 
lost their faith. 


Georgia allowed in its charter of 1732, 
liberty of conscience to all ‘except papists.”’ 
The colony’s founder, Jamer Oglethorpe, 
despite his humanitarian views on other 
matters, had a closed mind about the Church 
and, during 1750, he personally led a raid ? 
against St. Augustine. As late as the 
American Revolution there were scarcely 
any Catholics in Georgia. 


New England Missions 


Intolerance was the theme in New 
England (except for Rhode Island), where 
the Congregational Church was established 
and a Calvinistic type of theocracy prevailed. 


The General Court of Massachusetts 
decreed in 1631 that ‘‘no man shall be 
admitted to the freedom of this body politic . 
but such as are members of some of the 
churches within the limits of the same.”’ 
Politically speaking, this meant a tax to. 
support Congregationalism. Con 


DESPITE ENTRY restrictions, Catholics 
somehow succeeded in penetrating New 
England in small numbers. Unhappily, in 
order to legitimize their children, many 
married outside the Church and within a 
generation had lost their faith. 


’ That religious liberty was slow in arriving 
is obvious from action taken in refusing to 
tolerate Catholics whom they typified as 
“‘subversive to society.”’ 


THE POPE was annually burned in effigy 
until 1775, when Gen. George Washington 
personally banned the custom among his 
troops. Limited toleration came in 1780, but?>) 
Catholics continued to be ineligible for ~ 
public office until 1821. They were under 
similar restraints in New Hampshire until 
1819, though Connecticut granted religious 
freedom in 1791.
